$1,500,000,000 fall du e tomorrow 
from 13 Eu ropean cou ntries, bu t 
there is no sign tha t m ore than 
the m erest fraction will be paid. 
Only Finland, owing $163,143, 
has annou nced its intention of 
pay ing prom ptly as u su al. All 
the other cou ntries hav e been in 
defau lt since 19 33. 
R ecent ex pressions in France 
and G reat B ritain — the largest 
debtors — of hope tha t some­ 
thing m ight be done soon abou t 
a possible settlem ent of the w ar 
debt problem hav e not been fol­ 
lowed as y et by any official ac­ 
tion. 
The U nited S tates has v oiced 
its willingness to consider any 
refu nding proposal. 
Of tom orrow ’s total bill, $205,- 
338 ,7 54 is the regu lar sem i-an­ 
nu al installm ent and $1,314,8 21,- 
109 represents pay m ents in a r­ 
rears. 
The debt represents adv ances 
by this gov ernm ent for the pu r­ 
chase here of m u nitions, cloth­ 
ing and food by the v ariou s 
cou ntries du ring and after the 
World war.

Harry H. Holloway , district 
man ager for Repu blic Steel, com­ 
men ted on the remov al of the 
gu ardsmen , “an y bloodshed will 
be the gov ern or’s respon sibility .” 
The mass meetin g, with atten ­ 
dan ce v ariou sly estimated from 
8 ,000 to 25 ,000 adopted a resolu ­ 
tion callin g u pon Gov ern or Fran k 
Mu rphy to prov ide protection for 
the retu rn of pickets to the 
Newton Steel plan t, a Repu blic 
Steel Co., su bsidiary here. 
There were firecrackers on 
other parts of the labor fron t.
